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LAUNCH SINKS 
IN OHIO RIVER 


Twenty-one of Its Occupants 
Are Missing. 


SUPPOSED TO HAVE PERISHED 


THE SUMMER WHITE HOUSE 


Only Nine of Those on Board the 


Craft When It Went Down Managed 


to Get Ashore— 'Vessel Was Over­ 


loaded by Workmen Who Had Been 


Employed Overtime— Sank In Mid­ 


dle of the River. 


Pittsburg, May 12.—Twenty-one men 
are missing and all are believed to 
have been drowned when a gasoline 
launch sank in the middle of the Ohio 
river near Schoenville, four miles be­ 
low Pittsburg. Of the thirty occu­ 
pants of the boat, only nine are known 
to have escaped. 
All the missing men were employes 
of the Pressed Steel company at the 
McKees Rock plant. The men had 
been working overtime and left the 
works to cross the river in the launch. 
The boat is said to have been intend­ 
ed for not more than twenty persons 
and it is said it was dangerous to at­ 
tempt to carry as many as twenty- 
five. But thirty men crowded in. Al­ 
bert Graham, the pilot, one of those 
who is missing, is said to have stated 
that it was safe, as he had had twenty- 
seven persons in it Monday night. 
When the boat reached the middle of 
the stream, where the water is twen­ 
ty feet deep, it suddenly sank. 
There was no explosion, no leak 
was sprung, but the boat simply sank 
beneath the weight of its occupants. 
As it sank it caused a suction which 
took many of the men down with It. 
Others attempted to swim ashore, but 
were chilled by the cold water and 
became exhausted. So far as is known, 
only nine men reached the shore. 
The region is sparsely settled where 
the accident occurred. 
John Deer, who lived on the bank 
of the river and heard cries for help, 
went out in a skiff and saved eight 
lives. Part of that number of men 
he pulled into his boat, while others 
held to the side of it and were rowed 
ashore. One nan swam to the bank 
and was saved. For several hours 
boats have been patroling both sides 
of the river for miles and no indica­ 
tion has been found that any one be­ 
sides those saved by Deer and the one 
swimmer had reached the shore. Word 
has been sent down the river for some 
distance to have a close watch kept 
for the bodies.

Meyer, whose summer home is at 
Hamilton, nearby. Mr. Moran sought 
information regarding approaches to 
the summer White House so that a 
proper secret service detail may be 
assigned to fully guard the president 
during his vacation. The usual cus­ 
tom of having the president’s house 
guarded every hour of the day and 
night will be carried out this summer.

Whites and Blacks on Verge of War 
at Council Bluffs. 
Council 
Bluffs, 
la., 
May 
12.—A 
crowd of several hundred persons 
gathered at Tenth and Broadway, near 
where Patrolman Horner was shot 
Monday night, and for a time a riot 
was imminent. The whites declared 
they would “clean out” the fiegro set­ 
tlement in that neighborhood, and 
only the arrival of a strong force ot 
officers prevented a clash. The ne­ 
groes were lined up on one side of 
Broadway and the whites on the oth­ 
er. Several missiles were hurled, but 
nobody was injured. Saloons in the 
neighborhood were closed and the 
police, after an hour’s work, forced 
the crowd to disperse. 
Patrolman 
Horner is 
much im­ 
proved, but Taylor, his negro assail­ 
ant, who was shot three times, is fa­ 
tally injured. 


Colon, May 12.—In a conflict be­ 
tween Panama police and employes 
of the canal zone near the dividing 
line, C. M. Abbott, an American elec 
trician in the power house at Cristo­ 
bal, and a negro, also an American, 
were killed. 
The police crossed the zone at Cris­ 
tobal in an effort to arrest an escaped 
prisoner. They 
were 
mobbed 
and 
pelted by West Indians and finally 
were arrested by the zone police for 
disturbance. Later a number of Pana- 
man police armed with rifles proceed­ 
ed toward the zone in an attempt, it 
is alleged, to find those who had mal­ 
treated their comrades earlier in the 
day. They came into collision with 
the canal workers and many revolved 
and rifle shots were fired. 
Stones 
and other missiles were freely used. 
Electrician Abbott was killed by a 
blow on the head and the negro was 
killed by a rifle bullet. 
The riot became so threatening that 
all places of business were closed. 
Eventually the invaders were driven 
off. Both American and Panama!! 
authorities are holding an investiga­ 
tion. 


ALLEGED DUKE DISAPPEARS 


KILLED BY AN AUTOMOBILE 


Twenty-seventh Child Run Down in 
New York Since April 1. 
New York, May 12.—Another fatal­ 
ity was added to the rapidly increas­ 
ing list of New York boys killed by 
autos while playing ball in the streets. 
Twelve-year-old Walter Purdy was 
the latest victim. He was run over 
in front of his home by a machine 
driven by Minthorne Woolsey, a Wall 
street broker. The broker was held 
under 1500 bail on a technical charge 
of homicide. 
Since April I, according 
to the police, twenty-seven children 
have been killed in the streets of 
Manhattan. 


Boy Killed by Automobile. 
Minneapolis, May 12.—Paul Rich­ 
ardson, eleven years old, son of C. E. 
Richardson, was killed as the result 
of av collision with an automobile 
while the lad was riding a bicycle. 
The automobile was driven by Sam­ 
uel Nelson, who was hurrying to the 
bedside of his sick wife. Nelson is 
being held at the East Side police 
station awaiting a thorough investiga­ 
tion of the accident 


Vanishes as Suddenly as He Came 
Into Public Notice. 
Painesville, O., May 12.—As sudden­ 
ly as he came into public notice, when 
he proclaimed himself the missing 
Archduke Johann Salvator of Austria, 
John Salvator, a machinist who has 
been working here in a foundry for 
the 
past five weeks, disappeared. 
Finding upon his return to his board­ 
ing house the published story of his 
alleged noble birth, his renunciation 
of his imperial title for the love* of 
Ludmilla Stubel, the opera singer, 
and his subsequent fall into poverty 
and obscurity, Salvator, supperless 
and dressed in his working clothes, 
hurried away. Fellow workmen of 
the alleged nobleman said that Sal­ 
vator told them just before quitting 
work that he intended to leave here 
at once for some Western state.

Ohio Veterans Testify to Era of Good 
Feeling. 
Huntsville, Ala., May 12.—Bearing 
testimony to the kindly feelings" that 
have arisen between the North and 
South since the close of the Civil war 
the welcome of Alabama to the North­ 
ern veterans who came here to return 
a captured Confederate battleflag was 
warm and heartfelt. 
The ten men who came here to re­ 
turn today in peace the flag taken in 
war forty-four years ago are veterans 
of the Fourth Ohio cavalry, which 
won the trophy from an Alabama regi­ 
ment. 
They were greeted by the

Daughters of the Confederacy 
other bodies. 
The flag returned today was cap­ 
tured in a spirited engagement at 
Selma, Ala., In April, 1865, almost 
the last fight of the war. Since then 
it has rested in the Ohio capital as a 
momento of the war.

Flushing, N. Y., May 12.—Captain 
Peter C. Hains, Jr., U. S. A., faces a 
prison term of from one to twenty 
years. Despite testimony submitted 
by the defense as tending to show in­ 
sanity, be was convicted of man­ 
slaughter in the first degree for kill 
lng William E. Annie at the Bayside 
Yacht club last August. 
Quickly following the army officer’s 
conviction, his counsel announced that 
they would produce affidavits to show 
that the jury had not been proper!) 
guarded in the trial and upon this a) 
legation will urge that a new trial 
be granted. These affidavits will b«* 
submitted on Monday, the time set 
for passing sentence and for any mo 
tions that the defendant’s counsel de 
sire to make. There will, of course, 
be the usual motion to set aside the 
verdict a3 against the weight of evi 
dence and contrary to law, but the 
unguarded jury feature is the only de 
parture from the stereotyped proced 
ure looking to a new trial. 
The conviction, after the Jury had 
been out less than three hours, came 
as a general surprise. It had been 
expected that the jurors would de­ 
liberate much longer and that a ver­ 
dict of acquittal on the ground of in 
sanity or a disagreement would re­ 
sult. 
No one w as more surprised than Dis­ 
trict Attorney Dewitt, who had said 
all he could hope was a disagreement. 
Unlike the scene attending the trial 
of Thornton Hains, the defendant’s 
brother, who was acquitted of com­ 
plicity in the same crime, there was 
no demonstration in court when the 
verdict was rendered. 


Hains’ Face White ae Chalk. 
Captain Hains stood up and faced 
the 
jury, 
squaring 
his 
shoulders, 
thrown back in military fashion, while 
Foreman Bundling recited the verdict. 
As he heard the decision of the jurors, 
Hains’ face was as white as chalk. He 
stood for a few moments motionless 
staring at the jury after he heard the 
verdict. Then one of his lawyers 
touched him and he quietly sat down. 
A few moments later, apparently 
little affected by Ute verdict, he walked 
from the courtroom with a steady 
stride between his two lawyers, and 
was taken back to the Queens county 
jail. 
In striking contrast to the demeanor 
of the prisoner was the grief of his 
aged father, General Peter C. Hains, 
and his brother, Major John Power 
Hains. For a moment they sat as if 
dazed, then both broke down and 
wept. The captain's aged mother was 
not in court. This precaution was 
taken to shield her from the shock. 
General Hains quickly communicated 
the verdict to her over the telephone. 
After the jury was discharged Juror 
William Craft said four ballots were 
taken. On the first three ballots six 
stood for murder in the first degree 
and six for acquittal on the ground of 
Insanity. On the fourth ballot the 
compromise 
of 
manslaughter 
was 
reached. 
Little 
consideration was 
given to the expert testimony, Juror 
Craft said. They believed, he con­ 
tinued, that Mrs. Claudia Hains, the 
defendant’s wife, had made a confes­ 
sion to her husband of improper rela­ 
tions with Annls, and that Annis de­ 
served his fate, but none of them 
would consider the unwritten law, 
and therefore the manslaughter ver­ 
dict resulted. 
Mrs. Annis was not in court when 
the verdict was announced.

SHY AND RETIRING HEROES 


Wright Brothers Unwilling to Talk of 
Their Success. 
New York, May 12.—Wilbur end 
Orville Wright, the American aero- 
planists, returned from the scenes of 
their Beropeau triumphs aboard the 
North German Lloyd liner Kronprin- 
zessin Cecile. They were about the 
shyest and most retiring heroes that 
New York has welcomed in many a 
day. Despite honors and successes 
they have achieved, they were almost 
as unwilling to talk of their work as 
when they first came to New York 
from their home In Dayton, O. 
Both the brothers looked well and 
appeared to be glad to get back. They 
were accompanied by their sister, 
Miss Katherine Wright, who made 
three flights at Tau recently and said 
that she was not frightened by her 
experience. 
The brothers had little new to say. 
Summed up In a few words, they told 
those who talked with them that they 
had signed contracts enough to keep 
them busy until they could get back 
to Europe and sign more; that about 
sixty of their aeroplanes were now in 
process of construction, and that offi­ 
cials of certain European powers had 
asked them to demonstrate that their 
flyers can be drlVfen safely out of 
range of rifle fire. There Was ho In­ 
formation forthcoming as to whether 
contracts had been made with France, 
Italy, Germany or England. 


WIRZ MONUMENT UNVEILED 


Former Confederates Call Reaper of 
Andersonville Prison a Martyr. 
Andersonville, Ga., May 12.—Mem­ 
ories of the days immediately after 
the close of the Civil war were re­ 
vived here today by the unveiling of 
a monument to the memory of Cap­ 
tain Henry Wirz, keeper of Anderson­ 
ville prison, who was hanged by the 
federal authorities after the war, al­ 
though the speakers referred happily 
to the spirit of reunion and common 
interest that has taken the place of 
the bitterness of the past. 
The unveiling of the monument was 
attended by Veterans of the Confed­ 
erate Armies, Sons of Veterans and 
Daughters of the Confederacy. In the 
speeches Captain Wirz was called a 
martyr to the Confederate cause. 
In August, 1865, Captain Wirz was 
placed on trial on the charge of con­ 
spiring with others to Injure the 
health and destroy the lives of sol­ 
diers in the service of the United 
States held and being at the time 
prisoners of war. 
Another charge 
was murder in violation of the laws 
and customs of war. He was acouaed 
of extreme cruelty toward the Federal 
prisoners. 
After a long and tedious 
trial he was condemned to death, 
The sentence of the military court 
was executed Nov. IO, 1865.

THE NEW LAW 
IS TWO EDGED 


Minors Under 18 Must Not Fre­ 
quent or Play In Billiard 
Halls, Etc. 


KEEPERS ARE 
ALSO 
LIABLE 


ANOTHER LUMBER YARD 


It is a Misdmeanor Punishable 
by Fine Without Parent’s 
Written Consent 
The Dispatch has been requested to 
call attention to the law passed by the 
recent legislature regarding minors fre­ 
quenting billiard halls, bowling alleys 
etc. It will be seen that the minor is 
liable as well as the keeper of the hall. 
Any hardship imposed by the law is 
overcome by the provision in the last 
section that by the written permission 
of.the parent or guardian a minor is 
exempt from the terms of the law. 
The following is the text of the bill: 
Section I. All persons under the age 
of eighteen years* or who are minor 
pupils in any school, college or univer­ 
sity are prohibited from playing pool or 
billiards or ten pins or bowling, whether 
on a ten pin alley or a box ball alley 
in any public pool or billiard room or 
bowling alley or in any public place of 
business, and any person under the age 
of eighteen years of age, or any minor 
pupil in any school, college or univer­ 
sity who shall engage in any game of 
pool or billiards or bowling in any such 
place, or frequent, or loiter within any 
pool or billiard room or bowling alley, 
or public place of business where pool, 
billiards or bowling are played, shall be 
guilty of a misdeameanor and shall be 
punished by a fine of not exceeding ten 
(IO) dollars. 
Sec. 2 Every keeper or person in 
charge of any public pool or billiard 
room, public bowling alley or public 
place of business where pool, billiards 
or bowling are played who shall permit 
or allow any person under the age of 
eighteen (18) years of age, or any mi- 
or pupil play any of said games therein 
or to gatner in, loiter in or frequent 
any such place shall be guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor and be punished by a fine ot 
not less than twenty-five (25) dollars, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail 
not exceeding thirty (30) days. 
Sec. 3. Nothing rn this act shall pro­ 
hibit the parents or lawful guardians 
of such minors from granting privi­ 
leges prohibited by this act, provided, 
that same shall be in writing, signed 
by such parent or guardian.

QUEENSBORO BRIDGE. 


The Greatest Structure of Its Kind In 
the World. 
M easured by the combined length 
and capacity of its five main spans, the 
Queensboro bridge, across the East 
river from 
Fifty-ninth street, New 
York, to Ravenswood, Queens, is the 
greatest bridge in the world. 
Includ 
lug approaches, its total length is 8,GOO 
feet, w idth 8G feet and greatest height 
over 300 feet above the w ater. 
It 
trosses from shore to shore, 135 feet 
above the river, with three enormous 
spans of 1,182 feet, G30 feet aud OS-1 
feet, the middle one reaching across 
the full width of Blackwell’s island 
Besides these there are two more great 
“anchor” spans, one at each end, who! 
ly over dry land, with a length of 
3,724 feet for the five, which together 
contain over 
105,000,000 
pounds of 
steel. 
No other spans in this country, 
except suspension bridges, approach 
the longest of these, and the only 
trussed span in the world which ex 
ceeds it is the Forth bridge, which, 
although 1,710 feet long, has a capaci­ 
ty {or only two railroad tracks, less 
than one-third of this. There are two 
decks, the low er carrying a wide drive­ 
way and four electric car tracks and 
the upper one two sidewalks and two 
elevated railroad tracks and having in 
all an estim ated capacity of 200,000,- 
000 car passengers and millions of ve­ 
hicles and pedestrians annually, 
it 
cost over $20,000,000.—Exchange.

Old Whaling Law Applied to a Twice

Leonhard Euler, who w as born in 
1707 and died in 1783 at St. Peters­ 
burg, where he spent His life as a 
teacher of great power aud as a pro­ 
lific w riter, was an iustance of the 
genuine m athem atician endowed with 
alm ost superhuman powers.

more than 200 manuscript treatises on 
his favorite subject, and the bulk of 
the works published by his academy 
between 1727 and 1783 were from his 
pen.

“series of natural num bers up to IOO.”

•who declared that one of four possible 
fates awaits this planet and every­ 
thing on it. A tramp star might strike 
the earth, he said, and grind it and its 
people to powder or ride full tilt into 
the sun, when the earth’s living crea­ 
tures would be scorched to death. 
Tidal friction, by its gradually retard­ 
ing force, might paralyze the earth’s 
motion so that one side of the globe 
would be eternally baked by the sun 
and the other side forever frapped. 
This has already happened to Mercury 
and Venus. 
By the loss of all w ater and air 
through depletion or absorption the 
earth might become a dry, desiccated 
mummy of a planet, wandering life­ 
lessly through space. Mercury, again, 
is an example of this, and so is the 
moon. The most sure death of all. 
however, as depicted by Professor 
Lowell, Is the decay and freezing of 
the sun, which is certain to occur 
some time.

HUGE AMERICAN FLAG 


World’s Largest Standard Will 
Wave in Pittsburg. 


DIMENSIONS 80 BY 160 FEET. 


With 
Its 
Hangings 
th* 
Flag 
Will 
Waigh About Half a Ton— Each Star 
Will Ba Eight Faat High— To Cost 
About $900. 


Pittsburg, Pa., will unfurl the lar­ 
gest flag In the world. 
This giant 
sample of Old Glory, which will likely 
float between the courthouse and the 
Prick building, will be 80 by 160 feet 
In dimensions. The width of each of 
its thirteen stripes will be greater than 
six feet, find each star will be eight 
feet high. The material in the emblem 
alone will weigh 700 pounds, and the 
flag with its bangings will weigh about 
a half ton. 
The best standard United States 
bunting will be used in the construc­ 
tion of this whopper Insignia of liberty 
and independence, which will be eight­ 
een times larger than the largest flag 
In the government service and 400 
times larger than the standard storm 
flag of the United States army. 
The monster cloth of red, white and 
blue will be acquired by the city of 
Pittsburg through the patriotic energy 
of Captain Howard B. Oursler, private 
secretary to Mayor Magee. 
It will take between $800 and $900 
to manufacture the flag, and Captain 
Oursler has already put up $200 as a 
nucleus to the fund. 
It is Captain 
Oursler’s intention and the hope of 
Mayor Magee to have the flag ready 
for raising with appropriate ceremony 
on the Fourth of July, which promises 
to be the most enthusiastic Independ­ 
ence day celebration in Pittsburg’s his­ 
tory. 
So great will be the weight of the 
flag that Its seams, which will be 
made of the strongest shoemakers’ 
thread, must be re-enforced with heavy 
tape, 2,000 feet of which will be used. 
Were all the material that will/go to 
make the flag stretched in a single line 
it would encompass Greater Pittsburg, 
making a chain eighteen and a quarter 
miles long. 
Captain Oursler has hit upon a 
scheme for building the big standard 
which promises to bring to the front 
many Betsy Rosses. 
It Is probable 
that different sections of the flag will 
be sewed by the women’s patriotic so­ 
cieties of Pittsburg, including the La­ 
dies of the G. A. It., Daughters of the 
American Revolution, Daughters of 
1812 and a number of other organiza­ 
tions. 
The firm which has agreed to fur­ 
nish the material to Captain Oursler 
at cost price has also declared its will­ 
ingness tp supervise the sewing of the 
material in order that the seams shall 
be uniform. 
Contributions to the flag fund will be 
received by Captain Oursler at the 
mayor’s office.

Reproduction of Henry Hudson’s Ship 
to Be Ready In July. 
Good progress is being made toward 
completing the ship Halve Maen (Half 
Moon), recently launched from the 
navy yard at Amsterdam, Holland. 
This queer looking craft, which the 
people of the Netherlands are sending 
as a token of their friendship for 
America, is expected to be one of the 
most attractive features of the naval 
parade to be held in connection with 
the Hudson celebrations in New York 
in October. 
When rigged and fitted out the Halve 
Maen will be an exact reproduction of 
the vessel sailed by Henry Hudson. 
The ship is built of heavy oak timbers 
and has the high poop and long nosed 
prow of old Dutch and Spanish gal­ 
leons. 
She is about eighty tons bur­ 
den, sixty-three feet long, has eighteen 
feet beam and draws seven and a half 
feet of water. Her crew will number 
twenty men. 
Tho Halve Maen is being fitted with 
three masts and sails of ancient pat­ 
tern. 
Her armament will consist of 
reveral antique cannon handed down 
from early generations of Dutch ad­ 
venturers. 
She will be ready in July 
and will be shipped on one of the Hol- 
land-America 
liners 
for 
transport 
across the Atlantic. 
On Sept. 27 
she will make her official entry into 
Sandy Hook, after which she will be 
handed over to the American commit­ 
tee in charge of the Hudson celebra­ 
tion.

8tormy Debate on Situation. 


Paris, May 12.—The chamber of 
deputies after a stormy aession of 
four hours adjourned the debate on 
the interpellation on the postal situa­ 
tion until May 13. 
The response of 
the postal employes v/as quick and de­ 
cisive. 
Within half an hour the fed­ 
eral committee had issued un order 
for a general strike and the railway 
faail clerks walked out In a body. An 
bour later a meeting of 6,000 postal 
employes at the Hippodrome took up 
the gage of battle and unanimously 
voted to strike. There was no great 
enthusiasm shown, but determination 
and resolution to force the hand of 
tho government were apparent. 
“The government is playing for 
time, we must not be caught napping,” 
was the spirit of the meeting as ex­ 
pressed by Paulson, a dismissed post­ 
man and one of the most active or­ 
ganizers of the movement. 
In the debate in the chamber MM. 
Zembat and Willm, Socialists, defend­ 
ed the position of the strikers, affirm­ 
ing their right to organize themselves 
into a syndicate as the only way of 
redressing their grievances and charg­ 
ing the government with failure to 
keep its promise at the conclusion of 
the previous strike, especially with 
regard to the retirem ent of M. Sim- 
yan, under secretary of posts and 
telegraphs. 
M. 
Barthou, 
m inister 
of 
public 
works, the government’s only spokes­ 
man, insisted that neither he nor Pre­ 
mier Clemenceau had promised Sec­ 
retary Simyan’3 dismissal. 
He pro­ 
duced the official journal as proof of 
what he had said. The minister re­ 
affirmed the government’s unalterable 
opposition Jo conceding the right of 
state employes to form a syndicate, 
as there was no analogy between their 
case and that of ordinary workmen 
who are not protected against stop­ 
page of work and are not guaranteed 
promotion and pensions in old age. 


Rubber as Health Guard. 
"With the approval of Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeagh and of Di­ 
rector Ralph of the bureau of engrav­ 
ing and printing the women of the 
bureau will be furnished with rubber 
aprons, while their shoes will be fitted 
with rubber heels. This Is the result 
of the inspection of the bureau by a 
committee of women representing the 
National City Federation of Women, 
who recently recommended the changes 
In dress. 


GRAND JURY IS COMPLETED 


Motion of Defense to End Town Lots 
Inquiry Overruled. 
Tulsa, Okla., May 12—The special 
federal grand jury called to investi­ 
gate the Muskogee town lot conspiracy 
cases was completed and instructed by 
Judge Marshall. 
The motion of the defense to end 
the inquiry on the grounds that con­ 
gress failed to designate any means 
of empaneling a federal grand jury 
after statehood was granted was over­ 
ruled. 
The former grand jury was drawn 
under the present laws of Oklahoma 
and indictments found against Gov­ 
ernor Charles N. Haskell and his co­ 
defendants were quashed on grounds 
that the grand jury should be drawn 
under the laws in force at the time of 
the alleged conspiracy. 


Bakery Burned. 
New York, May 12—A fire which it 
is believed had its origin in trouble 
growing out of the strike in the East 
Side bakeries, destroyed the plant of 
the 
Star Baking 
company at 
105 
Thomas street, Brooklyn. 
The loss 
will reach $100,000. 


Heavy Loss From Fire. 
New York, May 12.—Two hundred 
thousand dollars is the estimated loss 
caused by a fire which swept through 
one end of a flve-story building of the 
Grand Rapids Furniture company. 


The suggestion that there be estab­ 
lished in Boston a morning newspaper 
printed and administered by Harvard 
university as a practical school for 
journalism bas excited earnest discus­ 
sion in the faculty of the university, 
among the graduates In Boston, and 
especially among the members of the 
English department of the college. 
The idea of the proposed newspaper 
is twofold—primarily, to train men In 
a practical way for a newspaper ca­ 
reer; secondarily, to link H arvard as a 
university more closely with the actual 
life and problems of Boston, of Massa­ 
chusetts and of the entire country. 
The school of journalism would, as 
proposed, be a graduate school. 
The 
newspaper would be run In actual 
competition with the morning papers 
in Boston, but the name of the paper 
would be Veritas, aud the students of 
journalism who manned its various 
departments — business, 
mechanical 
and editorial—under the close super­ 
vision 
of trained 
newspaper 
men, 
would be taught, above everything, to 
get only facts and write only facts. 
The thing that sets the university 
talking about this scheme is an article 
which appeared in a recent number of 
the H arvard Illustrated Magazine, an 
undergraduate publication. The name 
of the article is “The H arvard Daily 
Truth—A Vision,” its author Hana 
Von Kaltenborn of the senior class. 
Von Kaltenborn was himself a news­ 
paper man, but after several years on 
the staff of the Brooklyn Eagle he felt 
the need of a more thorough educa­ 
tion. 
He entered Harvard as a spe­ 
cial student in 1905. heavily condi­ 
tioned; but, though at the same time 
he supported himself by newspaper 
writing and did not neglect the social 
life of the university, he worked with 
such energy and enthusiasm as soon 
to take high rank in the class of 1909. 
This is his vision: 
There rose before me opposite the Bos­ 
ton Common a huge square pile, pierced 
by a thousand gleams, twenty tiers of 
lighted cells. 
And the people surged 
about the doors and windows, for within 
were light and life. A great press shook 
out thousands upon thousands of printed 
pages, while brawny men rushed back 
and forth to carry them away. 
I entered the great pile, and, behold, 
everywhere bright faced youths and ear­ 
nest men were talking with one another, 
reading printed sheets or writing busily. 
And above all the doors and upon the 
walls and over all the desks was w ritten 
this single word, “Veritas.” 
I asked of one in the room, “W hat is 
all this?” And he answered: “This Is the 
home of the H arvard Dally Truth, a 
newspaper printed by a great university. 
Its readers are scattered in every state, 
and It has a great influence for good. 
Here we teach men to make a clean, 
truthful newspaper, so that they may go 
out and serve their fellows through the 
power of the printed page. And the let­ 
ters you see over the doors and above 
the walls spell that to which we aspire— 
truth.” 
That is all there is to the vision. 
Tho rest of the article is an explana­ 
tion of the scheme. 
Mr. von Kaltenborn refers to “H ar­ 
vard’s neglect lo provide for the em­ 
bryo 
journalist,” 
pointing 
to 
the 
schools of journalism in the west. He 
states the number of Harvard gradu­ 
ates that every year take up the news­ 
paper business averages fifteen, and 
then he says: 
“My special plea is for the establish­ 
ment of a daily newspaper to be con­ 
ducted by Harvard as a school of jour­ 
nalism, but the student will need prep­ 
aration for this practical work. 
H ar­ 
vard college has facilities for this 
preparation, but they are neither or­ 
ganized nor advertised.” 
After going on to show that “Har- 


J vard faces a decreasing enrollment” 
I and stating how he thinks a school of 
journalism would tend to counterbal­ 
ance it the writer goes on: 
“Think of Boston having gained at 
last that clean, unbiased, ably edited, 
enterprising morning newspaper of 
which her citizens have dreamed since 
Ben Franklin shipped for Philadel­ 
phia! 
How closely it would link our 
university with that great neighbor­ 
ing community! 
“Its success or failure would depend 
upon its appeal to the public. 
The 
new paper would have to prove that 
the truth well told is more interesting 
than the most lurid lies, a difficult 
but by no means impossible task. 
“And the office of this successful 
newspaper 
would 
be 
the 
training 
Behoot for journalists. 
H ither would 
come the college graduates from every 
state. Just as they now come to the 
law school, to spend one, two or three 
years in professional study.” 
As to whether this scheme can be 
put into effect its author says: 
“I first had this vision a year ago, 
and now I am rapidly growing to be­ 
lieve that it can be realized. 
It has 
appealed to all my college mates and 
has interested my elders. And a dream 
In which the young men believe and 
to which the old men listen is sure to 
come true.” 
Even its author was surprised with 
the effect of this article. He said of it; 
“As to the university itself, the plan 
has been much more warmly wel­ 
comed by the members of the faculty 
than I expected. Nearly all the mem­ 
bers of the English department are en­ 
thusiastically in favor of it. 
I am 
much pleased with the general interest 
It has aroused.”—New York Times.

Men Who Did Good Work In the Even­ 
ing of Life. 
Enrico Dandolo was not elected doge 
of Venice until he was eighty-two 
years old, and he still retained the fire 
and vigor of his youth. He assaulted 
and took the city of Constantinople 
when he was ninety-two years old, 
himself displaying the gonfalon of St. 
Mark and animating his followers to 
the charge. 
Vlllars, the French gen­ 
eral, In his eighty-fourth year, when 
crippled with wounds and disease, led 
a cavalry charge with the same light 
hearted contempt for danger displayed 
by blin In his yotjjth. 
The men who 
won distinction In high command dur­ 
ing the mutiny against the English in 
India in 1857-8 were all of them well 
advanced in years. 
Sir Colin Camp­ 
bell, the commander in chief, was six- 
ty-flve; Havelock was sixty-two, Sir 
Hugh Rose fifty-seven and Sir James 
Outram fifty-four. 
They stood the 
fatigue of field service in a tropical 
climate, with the thermometer at from 
HO degrees to 119 degress in the 
shade, as well as younger men.—Eng­ 
lish Magazine.
